Receding Waters Relieve 
Flood Areas of East 


TORONTO, March 23.—(CP)— 
Flood waters continued to recede 
today as cool air settled over 
Southwestern Ontario, Ottawa, 
Valley and Quebec's eastern 
townships where rampant rivers 
since Friday have taken four lives 
and caused millions of dollars’ 
damage, 

In many sections rich topsoil 
whirled away. Almost everywhere 
in the flood zones, waterlogged 
fields spelled delay in starting 
spring farm tasks, 

Red Cross representatives and 
civic authorities met to plan re- 
lief and reconstruction work at 


Bromptonville, five miles north 
of Sherbrooke, Que, In that east- 
ern township's community subsid- 
ing waters left one man dead and 
damage estimated at more than 
$500,000, 

Ice jams which caused flooding 
of the Rideau river in the Ottawa 
area were blamed for loss esti- 
mated at $500,000 to $650,000, 
Thirty miles up the Ottawa river 
from the capital, residents of 
Quyon, Que., dug ice chunks and 
debris from their main street, 

Report of a preliminary survey 
of flood control possibilities in 
the upper Thames valley in 


Southwestern Ontario was issued 
Monday in Toronto. It estimated 
cost of diverting flood waters di- 
rectly to Lake Erie at $25,565,- 
600 and said flood contro] in that 
area was unlikely in the near fu- 
ture except by construction of 
dams. 

Thames water poured over 
coal yards at Chatham. As a pre- 
cautionary measure, merchants 
in low-lying sections moved mer- 
chandise from basements to 
upper floors.

Well to Be Abandoned 


Leduc’s pnbridled Atlantic No. 
3 well will be abandoned, it was 
learned from officials of Atlantic 
Oil Company Limited today. Deci- 
sion to plug the hole with cement 
is a result of cratering that has 
damaged the walls of the well and 
led to fractures in ground surface 
around the derrick. 

Drill pipe and other equipment 
in the hole will be left there. 

It was pointed out that no pro- 
duction casing has been set and 
consequently the loss is not as 
| high as it might have been. 

An offset will be drilled about 
75 feet from the abandoned hole, 
Actual loss from the abandon- 
ment is placed at $75,000. 

The property on which the well 
is located was acquired by the 
company in September, 1947 for 
approximately $200,000. Two wells 
have been completed on the quar- 
ter section and are producing 
from D3 zone. 

Atlantic No, 3 started to give 
trouble when the hole got into the 
D2 zone. 

The high porosity of the dolo- 


mite caused a heavy-loss of mud 
and delayed completion of the 
well. Two weeks ago the bit pene- 
trated to D3 zone and normal cir- 
culation became impossible, 

In order to avert a blowout an 
engineered method of drilling 
commonly used in Arabia was 
tried in an attempt to drill the 
last 25 feet. 

The hole outside the drill pipe 
was filled with heavy mud. 1n- 
side the drill pipe pure water 
was used to carry grindings away 


from the bit into -the porous 
formation. 
At four am, March 8, the 


weight of mud outside the pipe 
became unequal to the gas pres- 
sure and was cleared from the 
hole by the tremendous pressure 
of gas. Crew was unable to op- 
erate the blowout preventor in 
time to control the well. 

As the pores of the formations 
opened up pressures increased 
until it was estimated that gas 
was escaping at the rate of 50,- 
000,000 cubic feet daily and 200 
barrels of oil an hour were blow-

He explained 
the company had to replace its 
butter stocks at market prices. 

“There was nothing to prevent 
you selling at a lower figure and 
still make a profit?” the minister 
insisted. 

Mr. Freeman said if his company 
had done that, the profit margin 
merely would have been taken up 
by “someone else.” 

Gordon McLean, secretary-treas- 
urer of the company, added that 
“if we had offered butter at 60 
cents, it would have been absorbed 
and we would not have been able 
to stop the market rise.”

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French Language Radio Station 


The chief objection to a French langu- 
age radio station in the Edmonton district, 
construction of which has just been recom- 
mended by the board of governors of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, is not 
based on hostility to the French tongue 
nor to those who use that beautiful and 


expressive speech. 


It is based on the fact that at least 
language groups in Alberta 
have priority, in point of numbers, on a 
medium of air expression—if it is the policy 
of the CBC to grant radio licenses to non- 
English-speaking sections of the com- 
munity. And if a license is granted to a 
French language station, what is to pre- 
vent licenses being granted in all fairness, 
to German, Ukrainian and Scandinavian

The education of children in the prin- 
ciples and practices of temperance is a 
highly important task.

Demands New 
Constitution 
Editor, Bulletin—The other day, 


the legislative assembly of Que- 
bec by unanimous vote, passed a 


government measure to extend 
untii May 1, 1949, the time in 
which the government could 


come to an agreement with the 
federal authorities in _ fiscal 
matters. 

That, of course, does not neces- 
sarily mean that the Quebec gov- 
ernment intends to, or will, in the 
near future, cede any of its tax- 
ation rights to Ottawa, even for a 
limited period, in return for 
money compensation. 

It is undeniably true that under 
the provisions of the BNA Act, 
1867, the Federal government 
may impose any tax it wishes— 
whether direct or indirect—upon 
the people of Canada, and the 
Dominion does not require the 
assent of the provinces thereto. 
The provinces have neither ex- 
clusiveness nor priority in re- 
spect to direct taxation, which is 
theirs, under the BNA Act. 

While the Dominion has the 
legal power to do so, it does not 
consider it politically expedient 
or financially wise, to squeeze the 
people both directly and indi- 


rectly, hence the agreement with 
the provinces. 

I am interested in this subject- 
matter only from a Canadian con- 
stitutional point of view. 

If by resisting the offer of the 
Federal government, Messrs, 
Drew and Duplessis desire to 
bring before the people of Can- 
ada the question of a just, rea- 
sonable, legal solution of the 
vexed problem of taxation, I most 
heartily endorse the firm stand 
of these honorable gentlemen. 

The original sin in this and 
many other respects, was com- 
mitied 81 years ago, when the 
BNA Act—which is not the con- 
stitution of Canada—was imposed 
upon Canada. The dead hand 
of the past weighs heavily upon 
the shoulders of the provinces. 
I cannot go into details in this 
letter. 

I advocate a constituent assem- 
bly where the people of Canada 
will write their own constitution, 
All difficulties may then be ad- 
justed.

FROM TODAY’S NEWS 


Russian actions in Berlin the 
last few days make it look as 
though another hope may shortly 
go glimmering. The hope of 
rebuilding Germany into a 
healthy, peace-loving nation. 

Since the end of the war Berlin 
has been the place where the 
four occupying powers have 
worked together in a council, 

But now the communist papers 
in Berlin are suggesting that the 
westerners get out. 

And Saturday the Russian dele- 
gate, Marshal V. D. Sokolovsky, 
walked out of a councl] meeting. 

The Russians claim the three 
western powers have broken all 
their pledges to run Germany as 
a unit. But that is exactly what 
the western powers have thought 
of the Russians althrough 1946 
and 1947 

Ever since the war ended, the 
four-power meetings in Berlin 
have had trouble because the 
Russian delegate either delayed 
or refused to agree to plans which 
the other three approved 

The most annoying difference 
has been over use of goods 
which the Germans themseives 
produced, At the Potsdam Big 
Three meeting iw 15 & was 


agreed that any surplus goods 
turned out by the Germans should 
be put into a pool. Those pooled 
goods were to be sold abroad to 
pay for things the Germans would 
have to import. 

The westerners waited for 
some move from the Russians. 
German food was grown in the 
Russian sector. But as the months 
passed no goods ever showed up. 
The Russians made no reports on 
what their sector was doing. 

And while this was happening 
British and American tax-payers 
were asked to shell out hundreds 
of millions to feed the Germans 
in their area 

Last week the American, 
French and British leaders met 
in London to talk about western 
Germany. American goods will 
shortly begin to move into west- 
ern Europe, and western Ger- 
many was to be fitted into the 
picture because it can contribute 
steel to the general rebuilding of 
Europe, 

Thereupon Sokolovsky read an 
angry speech to the council! in 
Berlin—and walked out. Yester 
day the Russians, being chair 
men this month of the council 
committees in Berlin, called off 
eornmillee meetings. 


cause strengthened by.the publi- 
cation of allegedly slanderous 
statements about another com- 
munity that has been successful 
in obtaining a well deserved pub- 
lic service. 

Mr, Shirley states that the 
people of West Jasper Place have 
inhabited the district “with the 
express purpose of escaping city 


taxes, while trying, wherever 
possible, to make use of city 
services.” 

During the last four or five 


years West Jasper Place has de- 
veloped from a rural area of a 
few homes to a large suburban 
district of some 1,300 families. 
The great majority of these 
families moved into the district 
because suitable living accommo- 
dation was not available in the 
city of Edmonton, and not to 
avoid city taxation, It is interest- 
ing to note that about 500 of the 
estimated 1,300 families resident 
in West Jasper Place are headed 
by War Veterans. In many cases 
these veterans returned to Ed- 
monton after many years of over- 
seas service, and by the time 
they became sufficiently rehabili- 
tated to consider purchasing a 
home they found that the Vet- 
erans’ housing reservations were 
taken up. completely, perhaps by 
men who received earlier dis- 
charges, These Veterans were 
then faced with choosing between 
continuing in temporary housing 
accommodation and purchasing a 
smal! suburban home, Those who 
came to West Jasper Place chose 
the latter. 

Perhaps: Mr, Shirley has been 
rather unkind in so successfully 
seeking publication of disparag- 
ing and erroneous statements re- 
garding another community.

1 walked into the Income Tax 
office yesterday and told a man 
I had earned half a million dol- 
lars in the year 197 and how 
much would I have to pay, please? 

This was a big fib. I made less 
than $500,000 last year. It was a 
bad year all over, I just got curi- 
ous about the beating the boys 
take in the upper income brac- 
kets, Reporters are always doing 
things like this with the Income 
Tax people who are noted for 
their unruffled patience 

A Mr. Shepherd, who runs the 
department here, referred me to 
a Mr, Thompson who went along 
with the joke nicely, worked out 
some complicated mathematics 
and told me that out of that half 
million I owed the government 
just exactly $375,781.25. 

“We will assume that you have 
written a best-seller and sold it 
to the movies. Your net income 
is $500,000," Mr. Thompson said, 
setting the scene and studiously 
ignoring my frayed cuffs. Ac- 
tually, this is a serious over-sim- 
plification since most men in the 
half-million class get pretty com- 
plicated with investments and 
surtax and deductible expenses 
and stuff like that, 

The only deduction I claimed 
on my mythical income was 
$1,500 for a wife and $100 for a 
child. It's kind of nice to know 
that a fellow who makes a mint 
of dough gets no more for his 
loved ones than anybody else. 
In the cool world of the Income 
Tax department every kid, be he 
a grubby urchin or a pampered 
heir, is just a hundred bucks. 


Simple Form 
Some Relief 


Mr. Thompson began 
plaining that, for my half-mil- 
lion, I would have to use the 
form known as the T-1 General, 
which applies to people making 
salaries or wages over $3,000 a 
year. 

As you probably know by now, 
there's a brand new simple-as- 
pie form this year for people who 
make under $3,000, It’s called the 
T4T1E, but it’s a lit less com- 
plicated than its name. In fact 
the Income Tax people do all 
the work. Trouble is that a great 
number of taxpayers are so 
happy about this new form that 
they are using it incorrectly. 
There are eight questions on the 
back. If the answer to any of 
them is “Yes” then you are com-

pelled to fill out the old-fash- 
ioned form known as the T-l 
Special.

But to get back to me and my 
pile of money. The first thing 
Mr, Thompson did was to deduct 
my dependents, leaving me with 
$498,400 taxable income. On the 
first $250,000 I would pay $170,- 
851.24. On the remaining $248,- 
400 I would pay $204,930. Total 
$375,781.25. 

If you are handy with figures 
(or still awake) you will see the 
significance here. On your first 
quarter of a million things are 
tough. After that they are just 
plain brutal. In fact, the tax on 
all income over the first $250,000 
is 82% per cent, Who knows? 
This information might come in 
handy some time, A man can't 
be too careful these days with 
the high cost of living. 

Even so, things aren't nearly 
as bad for the half-million class 
now as they were back in 1938. 
In that year I'd have handed out 
$134,995 to the Provincial Gov- 
ernment and $278,880 to the Fed- 
eral or a nice round total of 
$413,875. 

And in 1940 there were certain 
situations in which a man just 
had to limit his earnings or else 
pay in more than he made. I 
would rather you didn't ask me 
to explain this, 


Really There’s 
Nothing to It 


As you can see, my trip yes- 
terday was on the frivolous side, 
but it did produce some evidence 
that the so-called “little man,” 
the fellow who carried the heavi- 
est load during the war years, 
is now feeling considerably less 
pain, 

Consider the taxpayer who has 
been making $2500 (to come back 
to earth). With a wife and child 
he'll pay just $185 now. Back in 
1942 he'd have been stuck for 
$237. On the other hand, the fel- 
low who made a hundred thou- 
sand dollars now pays $56,020.65 
compared to $61,375 in 1942, 

The visit also produced the as- 
surance from Mr. Thompson that 
there’s no real need to get those 
spots before the eyes when you 
confront an income tax form. 

“People seem to make the mis- 
take of looking for an easy way,” 
he said, unaware that Exhibit 
“A” was sitting on my side of the 
desk, “The only easy way to fill 
them out is to just start from the 
beginning. Even the most compli- 
cated form is simple when you 
take it one step at a time.” 

I hope this cheers you up.

Dr, Coleman, an ear, nose and 
throat specialist, told a meeting at 
the New York Academy of, Medicine 
that some of these troubles appear 
soon, while others may be delayed 
for years. 

The immediate effect, he said, 
may be queer changes in behavior, 
night terrors, distrust of parents, 
disobedience, hostility or obsessions. | 
A child may be afraid to go to 
sleep, remembering the anaesthetic 
and that something bad happened 
while he was “asleep” in the hos- 
pital. 

Pschologists have traced neurotic 
behavior in adults to the emotional 
wounds suffered in childhood tonsil 
operations. Also children may de- 
velop lifelong fear and distrust of 
doctors, hospitals and anaesthesia. 
The danger of emotional wounds is 
greatest in very young children, un- 
eo four years of age, he said. 

To avoid the bad emotional after- 
effects, he suggests: 

Give the child an honest explana- 
tion of why the operation has to be 
done, Try to avoid surprise and 
confusion at the hospital. Tell him 
to expect to see people in white

Loss of voice or ringing in the 
ears are sometimes due only to 
emotional conflicts. Dr. Coleman | 
added, and the treatment must) 
recognize this. 

On the other hand, some persons 
labelled as psychiatric cases may 
really have a physical or organic 
cause for their actions or symptons, 
he cautioned, 

“The physician or surgeon should 
be alert to both the physical and 
emotional causes of symptons, and 
when indicated, he should use the 
psychotherapist as he would any 
specialist in medicine to diagnose 
the trouble and overcome it.” 


Too Frequent Spanking 
Makes Child Resentful 


Spanking, strapping or slapping 
a disobedient child should seldom 
be done and then only as a last re-| 
sort,

Record Expansion 
Business Forecast 


Earnings Continue Increase; 
February’ Exports to U. S. Jump 


By The Canadian Press 
The upward trend continues in Canadian industrial ex- 


pansion and earnings. 


Reports presented in the House of Commons Monday 
forecast capital expenditure of $2,800,000,000 in 1948, an 
all-time high and $400,000,000 ahead of 1947. 


At the same time a report from + 


the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
stated that Canada’s exports to the 
United States in February were 37 
per cent greater than in February 
last year, following a January in- 
crease of 32 per cent, Total Cana- 
dian exports to all countries in 
January and February were up 
14.3 per cent. 

In the field of earnings, dividend 
payments by Canadian corpora- 
tions for the first three months of 
1948 were $104,081,668, an increase 
of $18,651,305 over the same period 
last year, it is reported by J. R. 
Timmins and Co. brokers. For 
March they were $42,797,974, up 
$2,066,010 from March, 1947,

“Traders were disinclined to commit 


themselves very far, however, and 
there was considerable profit-tak- 
ing and numerous minus signs, The 
Associated Press 60-stock com- 
posite gained .1 to 63.7, highest 
since Feb. 2. 

Toronto industrials were more 
consistent with gains general, and 
the exchange industrial index was 
up nearly two points to 157.91, 
highest since Feb, 25. Base metals, 
favored because of rearmament 
talk, also gained nearly a point, but 
golds and western oils were off. 
Montreal was somewhat irregular. 

One brokerage firm (Thompson 
and McKinnon) comments: “The 
inflationary potentials in the eco- 
nomic picture are assuming a more 
forceful role as a market factor.

confidence in security values and 
earnings’ prospects.” 

Grain prices turned higher Mon- 
day with closi¢g prices at the day’s 
peaks, and brokers holding that the 
market was oversold last week. Cot- 
ton futures also turned strong with 
gains of 70 cents to $3.25 a bale, 
rapid congressional action on for- 
eign aid legislation apparently pro- 
viding the spark. The New York 
bond market had its highest volume 
since Feb, 11, with rails leading.
